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After the Secret Service completed its own reconstruction of the 
crime, after it hed had and presumeably had carefully studied the autopsy 
proctocol, 8f ter specified study of trie Zapruder film and other photographic 
evidence described only as ''various still photographs, inspection of the 
scene, statements of witnesses and interviewing the Parkland physicians, it 
concluded "the precise trajectory of bullets striking President Kennedy cannot 
be ascertained by the resulting wounds*"
